Med- 
feal and surgical! practice would be 
one-sided and inceourplet® if the meth- 
ods of treatment, however scientific, 
were left to careless or ignorant hands 
for administration : 

How often we bave occasion to note 
the rapid change for the better that 
takes place when a patient is removed 
to a sunitaurium or a trained purse 
takes charge, even though no item of 
the drug treatment or diet changed. 
“Regularity and system are largely re- 
sponsible for this result, but andoubt- 
ediy there is a certain value in the 
mental suggestion that accompanies 
the assurance ‘of trained care and su- 
pervision, just as the daily visit of the 
physician fortifies and cheers, even 
though be gives no medicine. ; 


Nursing In Acute Diseases. 
Aside from surgical practice, the 
trained nurse is of greatest service in 
severe, acites diseuses,osuch as pneu- 
monia, typhoid fever, etc.. when con 
stant watchfulpess is required and 
prompt administration of remedies or- 
dered by the physician in certain emer- 
gencies.

Putting on Gloves. 


To put cn a pair of rubber gloves 
of the kind»<often used in hospitals 
by surgeons during operationa.is a 
difficult and tedious task, even with 
the aid of an assistant, but a London 
surgeon has just invented an _ in- 
genious contrivance that’ accom- 
plishes the task by machinery in a 
few seconds. 

The apparatus consists of two 
cylinders from which the air can be

At the top of each cylin- 
der is a flanged rim, over which the 
the opening of the glove is stretched 
and fixed with the fingers h ng 
vertically into the cylinders. 
glove.when in this position complete- 
ly closes the cylinder. When the

partial vacuum in the cylinders. The 
difference in atmospheric ure 
thus produced stretches the gloves to 
a size that wil! allow the hands to be 
easily pushed into them. Air is then 
admitted into the cylindere and the 
gloves contract upon the hands with 
a sudden snap.

When Spoons Were Rare. 

Silver spoons were not counted by 
the host in the days of good Queen 
Bess, for then every lady and gentle- 
man ‘carried his or her own spoon 
when going out to dine. Substantial 
spoons they were, too, not used for 
mincing bites, but half-grown ladles 
with oviform bowls and square shanks 
Only persons of wealth cquld afford 
them. 

During the reign of Hénry VIII. the 
apostle spoon came into vogue. At the 
top of the shanks were small figures 
of the apostles and in the days when 
they were made it became the custom 
to give a set of 13, including one with 
an effigy of the Christ, to brides. It 
was considered generous, however, to 
give the wedded pair two spoons, one 
for each, with théir initials plainly 
marked, so there would be no confu 
sion at fashionable tables. There were 


also spoons which were a combination | 


of marrow borer for handle and just 


| plain spoon for the bowl. 


How the Roundheads rebelled against 
the religion of the Catholics is shown 
by spvons from which the saints have 
been chopped. This made the shanks 
hard to hold and gradually a conces- 
sion to ornament was made by flatten- 
ing the shanks at the end. This form 
developed into the modern spoon with 
its widetopped handle.
